Many  years  in  the  making,  this  land- 
mark publication  offers  a  striking  vi- 
sual portrait  of  Massachusetts — its 
history,  its  political  and  economic  de- 
velopment, and  its  people.  With  the 
aid  of  hundreds  of  full-color  maps, 
graphs,  and  illustrations,  the  Atlas 
traces  the  history  of  the  Bay  State 
from  pre-European  colonization 
through  the  1980s  and  documents  the 
evolution  of  the  human  imprint  on 
the  landscape.  Unlike  most  other 
state  atlases,  which  emphasize  only 
one  period  in  time,  the  Historical 
Atlas  of  Massachusetts  weaves  the 
past  with  the  present  in  order  to 
show  the  forces  of  change  that 
shaped  not  only  the  state  but  the  na- 
tion as  a  whole.  The  last  Massachu- 
setts atlas  was  published  in  1894. 

Using  state-of-the-art  cartographic 
tools  and  methods — from  satellite 
imagery  to  computer-generated 
graphics — the  book  presents  a  wealth 
of  information  about  the  state's  his- 
tory and  development.  The  text  is 
clearly  written  and  the  visual  mate- 
rials are  easily  understood. 

The  Atlas  begins  with  a  chrono- 
logical history  of  Massachusetts  that 
discusses  Native  American  settle- 
ments, European  contacts,  the  Pu- 
ritan commonwealth,  the  royal 
colony,  the  Revolutionary  and  Feder- 
alist eras,  nineteenth-century  industri- 
alization and  urbanization,  and  the 
twentieth-century  metropolitan  and 
postindustrial  commonwealth.  The 
book  then  examines  the  political  and 
social  landscape  of  the  state,  explor- 
ing such  topics  as  political  organiza- 


tion,  women's  experience,  ethnicity 
and  race,  health  care,  architecture, 
communications,  transportation  and 
energy,  and  the  unique  case  of  the 
Quabbin  Reservoir. 

The  Historical  Atlas  of  Massa- 
chusetts is  designed  for  a  wide  au- 
dience. Teachers  and  students  can  rely 
on  it  for  timely  facts  and  figures.  Li- 
brarians, business  people,  and  gov- 
ernment officials  will  find  it  an 
exceptionally  useful  reference  work. 
And  anyone  who  wishes  to  delve  into 
the  Massachusetts  past  will  welcome 
this  fascinating  introduction  to  the 
commonwealth  and  its  351  cities  and 
towns. 

A  companion  volume,  the  Physical 
and  Cultural  Atlas  of  Massachusetts, 
is  now  in  preparation.

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Fitness  in  American 
Culture 

Images  of  Health,  Sport,  and 
the  Body,  1 830-1940 
Edited  by  Kathryn  Grover 

The  quest  for  physical  health  and  fit- 
ness has  a  long  history  in  the  United 
States.  From  spinach  to  shredded 
wheat  to  patent  medicines,  from  cal- 
isthenics to  bicycling  to  organized 
sports,  Americans  have  searched  vig- 
orously and  with  great  imagination 
for  health,  vitality,  and  physical  per- 
fection. Focusing  on  the  period  from 
1830  to  1940,  this  collection  of  es- 
says by  six  distinguished  historians 
explores  Americans'  fascination  with 
health  and  sport,  a  preoccupation 
that  continues  even  today  in  the  cur- 
rent diet  and  fitness  craze. 

In  his  introduction,  Harvey  Green 
discusses  one  of  the  major  ironies  of 
this  period:  that  the  "progress"  and 
achievements  Americans  sought  in 
the  economic  and  technological 
spheres  were  in  fact  endangering  their 
health  and  weakening  the  entire  body 
politic.  The  rapid  technological 
changes  taking  place  in  the  world 
forced  many  people  to  alter  funda- 
mentally their  thinking  about  the  im- 
portance of  health  and  physical 
fitness  not  just  for  themselves  as  indi- 
viduals but  also  for  the  good  of  so- 
ciety. 

Donald  Mrozek  examines  the 
emerging  attitude  that  pleasure  de- 
rives from  a  person's  conscious  sense 
of  feeling  good,  contented,  and 
happy — an  attitude  that  became  an 
integral  premise  of  twentieth-century 
fitness.  T.  J.  Jackson  Lears  explores 
how  advertising  reflected  health  con- 
cerns, arguing  that  as  the  public 
world  became  increasingly  governed 
by  institutions  beyond  individual  con- 
trol, the  body  became  an  important 


arena  for  self-expression.  Michael 
Harris,  in  his  discussion  of  iron  as  a 
symbol  of  vitality  and  strength, 
shows  the  importance  of  ideology 
and  religion  in  shaping  attitudes  to- 
ward health.  James  Whorton  traces 
the  increasing  specialization  of  foods, 
comparing  this  phenomenon  to  spe- 
cialization in  other  areas  of  society. 
Roberta  Park  discusses  the  advent  of 
organized  physical  activity  as  a  means 
of  achieving  both  a  fitter  individual 
body  and  a  healthier,  more  felicitous 
world.  In  particular,  she  cites  the 
emergence  of  football  and  the  tri- 
umph of  competitive  sport  over  more 
individual  pursuits  such  as  calis- 
thenics and  gymnastics.

A  Widower's  Story 
Eric  Robinson 

This  book  is  the  story  of  the  last  two 
years  of  a  bright,  expressive,  and  cou- 
rageous woman  dying  of  ovarian  can- 
cer, as  told  by  her  husband  through 
the  journal  he  kept  during  her  illness. 
Eric  and  Joan  Robinson  knew  of  her 
prognosis  when  they  married;  to- 
gether, they  made  a  conscious  deci- 
sion to  spend  with  each  other  what 
little  time  Joan  had  left,  for  better  or 
for  worse. 

Eric's  memoir  is  not  a  heroic  story 
or  a  romance.  It  is  simply  a  deeply 
honest  and  often  harrowing  account 
of  two  people's  failures  and  triumphs, 
their  joys  and  miseries,  as  they  tried 
to  make  sense  of  a  life  totally  under- 
mined by  terminal  disease.  Eric  de- 
scribes his  daily  routine  of  nursing  his 
increasingly  incapacitated  wife  and 
the  perennial  problems  of  hospitaliza- 
tion, housekeeping,  and  finance,  all  of 
which  he  juggled  while  trying  to  keep 
up  with  his  responsibilities  as  a  col- 
lege professor.  He  describes  his  tor- 
mented emotional  state,  which 
became  a  jumble  of  intense  love,  re- 
sentment, devotion,  fear,  anger,  and 
even  disgust  at  Joan's  physical  deteri- 
oration. And  always,  he  reminds  us, 
there  was  guilt.  "Whatever  one  does 
is  bound  under  the  circumstances  to 
be  insufficient  and  unsatisfactory. 
Even  sleeping  begins  to  seem  an  in- 
dulgence. Why  should  I  sleep  when 
Joan  cannot?" 

Anyone  who  has  experience  of 
loved  ones  who  are  terminally  ill  will 
recognize  the  validity  of  the  scenes 
and  emotions  portrayed  in  this  book. 
It  should  be  of  interest  to  a  growing 
lay  and  professional  audience  urging 
sensitive  and  humane  treatment  of 
dying  and  death.

An  Essay  on  Antihumanism 
Luc  Ferry  and  Alain  Renaut

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Since  its  publication  in  France  in 
1985,  this  major  critique  of  the  main 
currents  in  contemporary  French 
thought  has  prompted  heated  debate 
over  the  character  of  postmodern  phi- 
losophy. Luc  Ferry  and  Alain  Renaut 
offer  an  intellectual  and  sociopolitical 
analysis  of  the  May  1968  student  up- 
rising in  France,  explore  the  connec- 
tion between  the  revolt  and  the  rise  of 
postmodern  thought,  and  question 
whether  student  dissent  was  a  gen- 
uine humanist  reaction  to  conditions 
in  France  at  that  time. 

The  book  begins  with  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  style  and  intellectual  struc- 
ture of  French  philosophy  in  the 
1960s,  noting  its  hyperbolic  use  of 
themes  borrowed  from  German 
thinkers,  particularly  Nietzsche, 
Heidegger,  Marx,  and  Freud.  The 
authors  then  trace  these  themes  in 
individual  chapters  on  the  writings  of 
Foucault,  Derrida,  Bourdieu,  and 
Lacan,  focusing  on  the  philosophers' 
antagonism  to  the  idea  of  Self  and 
their  assertions  that  philosophy  has 
come  to  its  end. 

The  book  raises  serious  questions 
about  the  meaning  of  the  1960s,  ar- 
guing that  the  philosophical  move- 
ments that  emerged  from  this 
turbulent  decade  in  France  are  politi- 
cally irresponsible.  Ferry  and  Renaut 
offer  a  more  coherent  basis  for  under- 
standing the  defense  of  humanism 
and  the  democratic  and  liberal  ideals 
it  supports.

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Sound,  Speech, 
and  Music 

David  Burrows 

In  this  examination  of  the  relation  of 
thought  to  sound,  David  Burrows  of- 
fers the  provocative  thesis  that  sound 
has  played  an  enormously  liberating 
role  in  human  evolution — indeed,  has 
been  fundamental  in  the  development 
of  what  makes  humans  distinctive  as 
a  species.  Burrows  proposes  that  the 
limitless  expansiveness  of  human 
thought  stems  primarily  from  the 
unique  capacity  of  vocal  sound  to 
rapidly  articulate  meaning  while  si- 
multaneously encouraging  the  listener 
to  remain  detached  from  the  immedi- 
ate physical  world.  But  ironically, 
sound — particularly  musical  sound — 
also  enables  the  hearer  to  feel  con- 
nected to  and  grounded  in  the  world, 
an  orientation  that  helps  compensate 
for  the  emphasis  in  speech  and  verbal 
thinking  on  the  elsewhere  and  the 
otherwise,  the  former  and  the  even- 
tual. 


To  clarify  his  argument,  Burrows 
uses  three  explanatory  schemes.  One 
is  the  notion  of  radiation  around  a 
center  as  the  underlying  dynamic  of 
living  things,  which  entails  an  orien- 
tation either  centrifugal  (as  in  speech) 
or  centripetal  (as  in  music).  The  sec- 
ond is  the  notion  of  force/resistance 
thresholds:  between  the  self  and 
other,  between  the  force  of  exhalation 
and  the  resistance  of  the  larynx  issu- 
ing in  the  sound  of  the  voice.  Last  is 
the  notion  of  three  fields  of  human 
action — body,  mind,  and  spirit. 

Burrows  also  examines  the  conflict 
that  results  between  the  naturally 
flowing  diffuseness  of  sound  and  the 


tendency  of  the  human  mind  to  seek 
fixity  and  permanence.  He  explores 
this  conflict  in  two  chapters  that  ex- 
amine musical  instruments  and  the 
verbal,  notational,  and  gestural  repre- 
sentation of  music. 

Sound,  Speech,  and  Music  will  be 
of  interest  to  musicologists,  psycholo- 
gists, anthropologists,  and  students  of 
literature  and  philosophy.

Reading  The  Waste  Land 
Modernism  and  the  Limits 
of  Interpretation 
Jewel  Spears  Brooker  and 
Joseph  Bentley 

This  book  offers  fresh  and  insightful 
commentary  on  T.  S.  Eliot's  The 
Waste  Land,  a  landmark  text  in  mod- 
ernist poetry  published  in  1922. 
Reading  "The  Waste  Land"  is  both  a 
part-by-part  analysis  of  the  poem 
with  periodic  summations  and  a  med- 
itation on  the  limits  of  interpretation 
and  the  problematic  nature  of  reading 
in  the  late  twentieth  century.  Bringing 
both  Eliot's  philosophical  writings 
and  contemporary  theory  to  their  in- 
terpretation, the  authors  demonstrate 
in  jargon-free  language  that  in  his 
early  essays  and  poems,  Eliot  antici- 
pated by  over  fifty  years  basic  insights 
of  contemporary  theory.  Using  The 
Waste  Land  as  their  reference  point, 
they  clarify  the  manner  in  which 
modernist  texts  both  insist  upon  and 
defeat  interpretation. 

Brooker  and  Bentley  succeed  in 
the  difficult  task  of  addressing  spe- 
cialists and  nonspecialists  at  once, 
easing  the  uninitiated  into  their  sub- 
ject and  establishing  for  the  scholar 
the  context  and  ground  of  their  argu- 
ment. After  taking  the  reader  on  a 
guided  tour  of  the  text,  they  conclude 
with  a  discussion  of  the  relation  of 
Eliot's  art  to  his  early  life  and  of  mod- 
ernism to  infant  epistemology.

In  a  series  of  important  studies, 
American  psychoanalyst  Heinz  Kohut 
(191 3— 1981)  focused  attention  on  a 
fundamental  aspect  of  human  be- 
havior: the  desire  each  person  feels 
for  a  sense  of  relationship  with  and 
empathic  responsiveness  from  others. 
This  book  offers  the  first  sustained 
application  of  Kohut's  work  to  the 
study  of  literature  and  in  so  doing 
sheds  new  light  on  the  complex  na- 
ture of  interactions  between  texts  and 
readers. 

J.  Brooks  Bouson  investigates  nine 
representative  "narcissistic"  charac- 
ters from  works  by  Atwood,  Bellow, 
Conrad,  Dostoevsky,  Kafka,  Lessing, 
Mann,  and  Woolf.  Combining  a  care- 
ful examination  of  individual  charac- 
ters and  texts  with  an  analysis  of  the 
critical  commentaries  they  have  gen- 
erated, Bouson  makes  us  aware  of  the 
narcissistic  dramas  encoded  in  texts, 
dramas  that  are  often  unconsciously 
replicated  by  critics  in  their  interpre- 
tive narratives.

By  analyzing  the  ways  in 
which  women  are  treated  both  in  the 
traditional  canon  and  in  writings 
hitherto  excluded,  the  book  estab- 
lishes a  new  and  broader  context  for 
the  interpretation  of  these  writings. 
At  the  same  time,  the  essays  treat 
texts  as  cultural  documents  that  raise 
important  questions  about  English 
politics,  religion,  economics,  and 
power  relations.  Together,  the  pieces 
reveal  much  about  the  gender  system 
operating  in  Renaissance  England 
and  the  range  of  women's  experience 
during  this  period. 

Examining  women's  efforts  to 
emerge  from  marginality  as  well  as 
writings  portraying  such  efforts,  the 
book  explores  the  interrelated  sub- 
jects of  woman's  visibility/invisibility, 
empowerment/suppression,  and 
voice/silencing.  The  volume  also  doc- 
uments the  efforts  of  individual 
women  who  engaged,  not  necessarily 
consciously,  in  the  creation  and  re- 
creation of  a  female  cultural  presence 
and  discusses  differences  and  sim- 
ilarities between  male  and  female  rep- 
resentations of  woman's  experience. 

The  book  is  arranged  in  five  sec- 
tions. Part  i  explores  women's  voices 
in  three  literary  genres.  Part  2  exam- 
ines portrayals  of  female  empower- 
ment, suppression,  and  resistance  in 
Renaissance  drama.  In  Part  3,  the  au- 
thors look  at  the  woman  ruler,  dis- 


cussing both  her  authority  and  her 
limitations.  Part  4  treats  the  repres- 
sion of  women  in  the  private  sphere 
and  Part  5  addresses  the  voices  and 
silences  of  women  in  texts  by  male 
and  female  writers  of  the  Sidney  fam- 
ily. 

The  final  chapter  is  a  valuable 
annotated  bibliography  covering 
women  writers  from  1500  to  1640.  It 
establishes  the  current  parameters  of 
scholarship  in  this  area  and  suggests 
directions  for  future  research  and 
publishing.

This  book  examines  how  the  Ameri- 
can city  has  been  portrayed  in  the 
writings  of  James  T.  Farrell,  Paul 
Goodman,  Lewis  Mumford,  and 
Jacob  Riis,  four  authors  whose  works 
are  almost  wholly  concerned  with  the 
urban  experience.  In  contrast  to  a  na- 
tional literature  inclined  toward  nega- 
tively portraying  metropolitan  life, 
these  writers  testify  to  the  virtues  of 
the  city.  Each  of  the  writers,  although 
influenced  by  his  own  personal  and 
intellectual  loyalties,  finds  in  the  city 
and  its  institutions  the  power  to  gen- 
erate and  preserve  human  values. 
Hence,  just  as  writing  can  mediate 
and  interpret  the  urban  environment, 
so  the  city  itself  fosters  the  humaniz- 
ing imagination  of  the  writer. 

In  affirming  the  city's  virtues,  Far- 
rell, Goodman,  Mumford,  and  Riis 
raise  questions  similar  to  those  in 
classical  political  thought.  How  do 
we  comprehend  the  city  and  what 
kind  of  discourse  best  depicts  it?  In 
what  ways  is  the  city  a  humanizing 
agent?  Is  there  an  original  human  na- 
ture and  how  does  the  city  enhance 
it? 

Makers  of  the  City  argues  that  the 
writings  of  these  four  thinkers  drama- 
tize what  empirical  urban  sciences 
often  dismiss  or  ignore:  a  writer's 
commitment  to  the  past  and  engage- 
ment with  the  intangible  world  of 
myth,  fable,  and  tradition.

Can  the  constitutional  rights  of  com- 
paratively powerless  citizens  in  the 
custody  of  public  institutions  be  pro- 
tected without  jeopardizing  the  in- 
stitutions' mandated  missions? 
Specifically,  does  court-ordered  deseg- 
regation create  such  chaotic  school 
conditions  that  teaching  and  learning 
are  impaired?  Can  prisoners  be  incar- 
cerated or  rehabilitated  humanely  but 
with  regard  to  public  safety?  When 
the  judicial  branch  intervenes  to  en-

School  District  No.  1,  a  Denver,  Col- 
orado, school  integration  case;  Arma- 
ndo Perez  et  al.  vs.  Boston  Housing 
Authority,  a  public  housing  case;  and 
Connecticut  Association  for  Retarded 
Citizens  et  al.  vs.  Gareth  Thome  et 
al.,  a  care  for  the  retarded  case.

Some  of  the  richest  habitats  of  flora 
and  fauna  are  found  near  the  juncture 
of  land  and  water.  Areas  consisting  of 
rivers  and  streams,  their  beds,  banks, 
and  floodplains,  along  with  the  soils, 
plants,  and  animals  that  flourish 
there,  are  among  the  most  productive 
biological  systems  in  the  world.  In 
addition  to  their  aesthetic  beauty  and 
the  recreational  opportunities  they 
provide,  wetlands  perform  critical  en- 
vironmental functions.
